Teachers,  Students  Acclaim  New  Home  Room  Guidance  Program 

As  an  inovation  for  the  1951-1952  Hughes  curriculum,  the  faculty  has  inaugurated  a  new  home  guidance 
program.  Every  Tuesday  morning  an  extended  home  room  period  lasts  until  9:00,  during  which  time 
various  programs  are  presented.  Each  room  under  the  sponsorship  of  its  home  room  teacher  elected 
its  officers  to  run  the  weekly  sessions.  In  most  cases,  a  program  chairman  was  appointed  along  with 
a  special  committee.  This  committee  secured  speakers,  lecturers,  and  various  films  for  presentation  to 
their  classmates.  The  teachers  were  by  no  means  idle  during  the  course  of  the  week.  They  devoted  one 
of  their  free  periods  each  week  and  met  with  Mr.  Kizer,  Miss  Hall,  and  Mr.  Loudenslager  for  special 
instructions.  The  information  was  carried  back  to  the  individual  home  rooms  and  was  incorporated  into 
the  programs.  The  seniors  of  the  school  elected  their  own  program  committee  which  worked  on  programs 
for  the  entire  class.  Speakers  and  films  were  secured  on  topics  from  flowers  that  can  be  found  in  Sharon 
Woods  to  Pygmies  in  South  Africa  or  dope  addiction.  The  home  room  guidance  program  was  originated 
with  the  purpose  of  creating  a  more  informal  relationship  between  students  to  know  each  other.  It  can 
be  recorded  at  the  end  of  this  year  as  a  successful  project  which  is  only  one  ol  the  many  steps  toward  a 
more   progressive   second   century   of   Hughes    High    School. 

Working  with  Mr.  Kizer  on  one  of  the  first  additions  to  the  program  of  the  second  century  of  Hughes  are:  Miss

Many  people  consider  English  the  most  important  subject  in  our 
curriculum.  To  achieve  success  in  our  complex  world,  a  complete 
knowledge  of  our  own  language  is  indispensable.

Iiiio  the  production  of  a  play  go  precious  hours  of  many  people.  Girls  are 
trained  to  do  make-up  so  that  the  actor's  faces  are  definite  on  the  stage.  Costum- 
ers  work  long  hours  to  create  effective  costumes  for  the  large  cast.  The  property 
committee  works  weeks  ahead  of  time  collecting  and  buying  properties  for  the 
stage  and  actors.  The  prompters  attend  long  rehearsals  to  help  the  actors  learn 
lines.  Artists  make  the  scenery.  The  stage  crew  boys  are  always  on  hand  to  take 
care  of  lighting  and  sound  effects.  The  printing  classes  produce  the  programs. 
Without  an  audience,  the  play  would  be  a  "flop."  There,  we  students  "play 
our  role."  "You  Can't  Take  It  With  You"  was  produced  in  November,  and 
"Life  With  Father"  in  March.  Hughes  students  took  pan  in  a  television  play

Parlators,  the  Hughes  oratorical  organization,  was  originated  by  Mrs.  Enolia  Heile  of  the  Eng- 
lish Department,  in  1925.  The  name  Parlators  is  derived  from  the  French  verb  "parler,"  meaning 
"to  speak."  Although  primarily  concerned  with  debating,  Parlators,  is  made  up  of  seven  various 
speech  competitions.  They  are,  debating,  extemporaneous  speaking,  poetry  reading,  dramatic 
declamation,  oratorical  declamation,  original  oratory,  and  humorous  declamation.  Every  other 
Tuesday,  orators  from  The  Greater  Cincinnati  Speech  League  meet  at  one  of  the  member 
schools  for  a  competition.

A  great  loss  of  senior  players  from  the  1950  season,  a  com- 
plete turnover  in  the  coaching  staff,  and  outstanding  teams 
in  l he  Cincinnati  area  are  all  factors  which  caused  the 
record  of  the  1951  Big  Red  Eleven  to  look  unimpressive. 
With  two  wins,  one  tie.  and  six  losses  the  Hughes  team 
finished  fifth  in  the  P.H.S.L.  competition,  ahead  of  Walnut 
Hills. 

Spirit  compensated  for  the  losses,  with  special  cheering 
sections,  buses,  tags,  and  after  school  pep  sessions  adding  to 
i lie  hoys'  morale.  This  revival  in  spirit  was  the  result  ol 
a  thorough  renovating  of  the  Pep  Club. 

Returning  to  school  in  the  bill,  most  Hughes  students  were 
surprised  to  find  a  complete  turnover  in  the  grid  coaching 
stall.  Taking  over  the  helm,  was  Mr.  Howard  Thomas, 
formerly  ol  Marion  Hardy  High  School,  Marion,  Ohio. 
The  assistant  coaching  position  was  held  by  Mr.  Roy  Hart- 
kcr,  an  Air  Force  veteran.  Mr.  "Red"  Thornbury  from 
Clifton  Elementary  School,  while  Coach  Morgan  Jones,  the 
only  remaining  coach  piloted  the  Freshmen  gridsters.

The  Hughes  "Big  Reds"  climaxed  a  successful 
season  by  trouncing  Central  at  the  Cincinnati 
Gardens.  They  then  beat  Western  Hills  in  the 
district  tournament  and  secured  a  chance  to  play 
in  the  second  round  of  the  tournament  for  (lie 
first  time  in  many  years. 
The  "Big  Reds"  finished  second  in 
Public  High  School  League  competi- 
tion; winning  four  games  and  losing 
only  one  in  the  second  round  of 
League  play.  Among  these  victories, 
one  of  the  most  outstanding  was  an 
exciting  battle  with  League  leading 
Withrow.
